Stakes, won hy Los Angeleno, as the ek>sest on rec- 
onl for that distance, were ii(*t aw'are that at 
Jamaica, Long Island, on the 12th of Octid)er, 1832, 
a dea<i heat, in the s«*cond heat of a four mile 
race. t«M.k place lK*tween Black .Maria ami Tritie; 
and it t«M»k twenty miles, or five heats, to de<*ide the 
race,” writes I’lmmas B. .Merry (Hidalgo), in tlie 
San Franeisco Chronicle. “.\t New Orleans in the 
spring of 1835. George R. Kenner’s gray stallimi. 
Grey .Mt*<l<M*, ran a dead heat with Colonel J. B. 
White’s hay h<»r.se .\lt«»rf, doing the four miles in 
7:3.5, the iuiiKirteil horse Denizen (by Bartisaii), be- 
ing U*aten less than three f**et. On the same 
track on the l.'dli day of .\i»ril, 1S.51, Thomas B. 
Batters«ni’s hay mare. Bliarmer (gramldaiu after- 
ward of the famous California mare Marion, whose 
progt*ny won over $25n,(HNU. won a race wlii<*h was 
not decidt*il after sixteen miles had lKt*n traversed, 
hut reipiired Bhariner to walk over for a fifth heat.

“Tin* lifth heat (a walk i>ver), w'as made neces- 
sary l»y the dead heat between (!harnier and Louis 
il’Gr ill the third heat. Nearly fifteen years after 
ward I met Mr. Kenner, ^iw’iier of Ix>uis d’Or at 
Saratoga. He was the l»rains id the Confederate 
Congress and iiicurreil tin* iH*rsoiial enmity of Jeff 
Bavis by wishing to ahaiidou the unequal struggle 
iniiiiediately after the battle of Gettysburg in 18G3. 
.Mr. Kenner had iiiuiiy personal friends in California 
after wh«Hii he impiiied*, .irul When that 'was oVer 
he began to talk of the old-time rai*es at long 
distances, and tlmii he said; ‘You remember the 
five-heat race at New Orleans when Charmer got the 
money away from uiy horse Louis d’Or. Well, the 
little browu horse was rumiing beyond his true 
distuiiee that day, but I will die in the belief that 
he w’oii that third heat by about ten inehes, and, as 
he had already won the seeond, which was eoiisid- 
erahly tlie fastest in tiie race, that xvoiild have 
given him the mom*y. Of coiirst*, I have no desire 
to tlirow any eaiiiuiuy upon the gentlemen who 
officiated as Judges of tliat race for they were 
niy per.sonal friends and as lioiiorable men as eould 
In* found in the south. But no uiaii can make 
me iM'lieve there ever was such a thing as a dead 
heat, especially in so long a race.’ 

“I have been asked for my rt*eoIIecl loii of the 
four mile races run in California in the earlier 
days of racing hefv»re men sought to convert a 
sport into an industry. So I must go hack to 1859. 
On the .sei'ond Wednesday of .May in tiiat year was 
run over the old Centerville course (Buck Harri- 
gan’s), at Sacranieiilo, tlie first four-inlle race 
ever run west of the UoeVies. The contestants were 
Natliun CiNHiilis’ 1». h, Ashland, live years old, liu 
pounds, h.v iiuiiorted GleueiK*, out of .Mar.v Bell, 
hy S<*a Gull, ridden by John Williams, and William 
M. Wiliiauison’s ch. h, Owen Bale, six years old, 
118 fNSiuds. hy Belmont, out of .Maria Bomiiug, hy 
American Kclipse, ridden hy Samuel H. Wilson. 
Tlie judges were Colonel Kdwrard .McGarry, presid- 
ing: Beiijaniiu S. Lippinei>tt, in )N*haIf of .Mr. 

Williamson, and Samuel H. Brooks (then Con- 
troller of tlie State), for .Mr. Comiihs. Ashland 
Won till* race in straight heats in 7:5ff, that 

lN*ing the only race of that year in which the sec- 
ond heat was faster Ihuii the fiist. Out of tliis 
eaine a great deal of bitter feeling, espwially as 
Williamson had openly said tliat his rider had been 
hrilM*d — wliether by Boonihs or not he did not say, 
Imt that he bad Ijeen hrilted, and liad ridik*a the 
race exactly contrary to orders. .Much was said ou 
either side hy tlie partisans of the contestants that 
neither of them would indorse. Owen Bale came out 
of the race a hrokeii-dowii liorst* and never started 
afterward. 

In the spring of that .same year Williamson had 
sold to Colonel K. S. Lathroji of Martinez, a chest- 
nut four year-old called Vigilance, by Belmont, out 
of Ia»s Givens, by imported Langford. The first 
thing Lathrop did was to change the colt’s iiuiiie 
to Langford, and as such he is known in turf his- 
tory. Ill the winter of 1859-GO, tiie bitter fet'ling 
still kefit up and Lathrop offered to run Langford 
four-mile heats against any liorse In America for 
.$10,000 a side and allow $2,500 for expenses. This 
cl^alleiige remained in the Si>irit of the Times four 
w«*eks and met with no response. A reiiort then 
got out that Langford had gone lame in training 
and I.a thorp sent a note to Marcus Boruck, asking 
him to withdraw the challenge. No sooner was It 
w’ithdraw'ii that Mr. Coombs came out with a 
banter, offering to run Ashland at heats of tw’o, 
three or four miles, for $5,000 a side against any 
horse, mare or gelding In California. One week 
after the issuance of this bold denance, Messrs. 
Coombs and Lathroi) met at the old Bank Ex- 
change and signed agreements to run Langford and 
Ashland at four-mile heats over the Centerville 
track at Sacramento for $5,000 on Ashland against 
$3,500 on Langford, Mr. Coombs paying $1,500 for 
the privilege of naming the track ou which the race 
was to be run. A few days later 1 met Mr. Coombs. 

“ ‘Well, you have done it this time.’ 

“ ‘What have 1 done?’ he asked. 

“ ‘Well, you have made a race to run in April, 
according to New Orleans rules, and by this you 
have let Luugford in at 100 pounds. If you hud

In tlie ste«*pleehas«* Fsterjoy fin- 
ished lirst. hot W’as set hack for fouling Kara, the 
favorite and top weight in the race. Joekey Gaddy 
who riNh* Fsterjoy, was susiR'iided for the re- 
iiiaiiidei* of flie .season. Both Fsterjoy and Kara 
were inefiicieiitl,\’ handled. Gadd,v h*st entirely too 
iiiiieh ground with Fsterjoy in the tirst turn of the 
field. Miirpliy messed Kara alHUit throughout ami 
wlieii it came lo a finish he was of tint little help to 
Mil* horse. Kara was tired at the end and, (‘oiisider- 
ing tliat lie carried Bid |Mniiids, his race was really 
remarkable as it was rather a tr.^ing task ou a 
foiii -,vear old so earl}' in the season.

Other four- 
mile races were run at Ingicside. one won by Little 
Bob and tl«e other by the Australian mare Candid, 
owned by A. B. Sprcckel.s, who defeated Corrigan’s 
great horse. (J, B. Morris, in a common canter.”

8:205, Joe 
Daniels taking Hie first heat and True Blue the 
seeiuid.
